“My Thanksgiving Day prayer 
is that India be free.” 
Such w ere the solemn words 
uttered 
by 
Y udishtar 
Nanda 
yesterday, in the offices of his 
shipboard 
acquaintance, 
Tony 
Burke, local realtor. The two had 
boarded the steam ship W ashing­ 
ton 
at 
Southam pton, 
England, 
and by the time the boat reached 
New York City, Burke, deeply 
im pressed with the brilliant mind 
of the 24-year-old Indian, head 
of a $2,000,000 m ercantile con­ 
cern in Lahore, had invited him 
to visit Palm Springs. 
“I like your country," Nanda 
said, “especially Palm Springs. It 
is so m uch like Kashmir, our 
beautiful hill country." 


HE WISHED that the people 
of this country knew more, as lie- 
said, the tru th about conditions 
in India. He inferred that most 
news coming out of that country 
is colored by English information 
bureaus. 
W ith 
reference 
to 
reported 
civil strife betw een Moslems and 
Hindus in India, N anda declared 
that no civil w ar existed. All of 
the rioting and bloodshed was 
caused by hooligans. 
“In the first place," Nanda said, 
“those street clashes are not of a 
political nature bu t one stem ­ 
ming from differences of religion. 
W hen a person is uneducated he 
is easily led. Add hunger to this 
and th at person will follow any­ 
w here.” 


IT WAS AT THIS POINT that 
the young Indian voiced the opin­ 
ion that England was not sincere 
in her offer of freedom to the Id- 
ian people several months ago. 
“As fa r as I am concerned,” 
said N anda, “England instigated 
those terrible conflicts betw een 
moslems and H indus in the very 
offer of th at peace. She w anted 
the hooligans to start a religious 
w «r and they did not disappoint 
her.”

Ignorance and illiteracy Nanda 
said is ram pant in his country and 
he believes that w ithin tw o or 
three generations at most, a cam ­ 
paign of education would change 
the political thinking as w ell as 
the economic condition of that 
country. 
“All India needs is education, 
reiterated the young man.

BLACK WIDOW SPIDER 
(Continued) 
T reatm ent for arachnidism , or 
spider bite, may be one of several 
methods, all aim ed prim arily at 
pain-relief. M orphine sulphate is 
adm inistered for the purpose. C al­ 
cium gluconate is given 
in tra ­ 
venously, as is also m agnesium 
sulphate. Hot baths to induce p er­ 
spiration are often of value. R e­ 
cently, an anti-venin serum has 
been developed, which if av ail­ 
able, is desirable for use. B ut the 
quickest relief of sym ptom s seem s 
to be the injection of calcium 
chloride or gluconate; this tre a t­ 
ment was w idely used in A rm y 
hospitals during the last w ar, and 
proved very successful. 


The severity of the bite, as in 
rattlesnakes, depends upon the 
individual spider and also upon 
the physical condition of the p er­ 
son bitten. Latrodectus has a pair 
of 
vieious-looking 
fangs, 
only 
1/50 of an inch long, bu t equip­ 
ped w ith large poison 
glands. 
These 
fangs 
are 
hollow, 
like 
hypoderm ic needles, and curve 
tow ard one another. N ear their 
tips are tiny holes, through which 
the poison is ejected 
into 
the 
wound. The venom sacs are su r­ 
rounded by striated muscles, and 
thus are under the absolute con­ 
trol of the spider. She can inject 
just as little o r just as much 
poison as she wishes. She m ight 
even bite a person and n o t em it 
any 
poison w hatsoever. 
T here­ 
fore, it is readily apparent th at 
the danger from a bite varies con­ 
siderably. 


ALSO, the size of the spider has 
a lot to do w ith the severity. N a­ 
turally a larger specimen could 
inject more poison than a sm aller 
one. O rdinarily she will not bite 
unless injured or if her egg-sac 
is endangered. The site of the bite 
is im portant, too, since her sm all 
fangs can’t pierce toughened skin, 
as on the thum b. 
We 
have used 
the 
pronoun 
she” in reference to the discus­ 
sion of the Black Widow Spider, 
for it is the fem ale only th at is 
dangerous. The m ale’s bite, a l­ 
though poisonous to insects, is not 
so to humans. 


THE SITE of the bite varies, of 
course, but an exam ination of 
m edical records reveals th e fact 
that in rural areas w here o u t­ 
houses are in use, the com m onest 
place was on the genitals. N ext, 
in order of num bers bitten, w as 
the hand or foot, then th e body 
proper, and lastly, the head. If 
there is any danger at all here in 
Palm Springs, it would be from 
thrusting your hand into dark 
corners and accidentally hurting 
a spider iti its lair. To avoid this 
danger, simply alw ays m ake it a 
rule to look first into such places. 
It’s better to tak e a few seconds 
and be sure than to tak e th e 
chance of being bitten by an 
angry Black Widow. 
We have exam ined th e d istri­ 
bution and relatives of this one 
venomous spider, and th e sym p­ 
tom s of her bite, with its m edical 
treatm ent. N ext week w e’ll re ­ 
view the life story of th e Black 
W idow herself.

Here are a few off-the-cuff re­ 
' flections on the results of the 
i recent election and the probable 
| effocts on the next Congress. 1 
am still waiting for certain in­ 
’ formation, before continuing my 
comments on the campaign in the 
22nd district. 
The people voted against too 
much government; against con­ 
trols which were hampering pro­ 
duction, against the policies of an 
adm inistration which was boot­ 
licking a labor leadership which 
never had the influence it claimed 
to have; against the infiltration 
of subversive groups and influ­ 
ences into the agencies and the 
departments and the councils ol 
the government. 
My comment on the adm inistra­ 
tion’s attitude towards certain 
labor leadership reminds me ol 
an annual event on the campus 
when I was in college. Sitting in 
the room, we would hear what 
sounded like a full band playing 
outside the window. Investigation 
proved it to be only one man. He 
had an accordion which he played 
with his hands; the bells on his 
hat sounded when he shook his 
head: the drum on his back was 
played by a cord attached to one 
heel; a mouth organ, also attached 
to the hat, was fixed so he 
could play it somehow, the cym- 
bols were played by a cord from 
the other heel; and a wind in­ 
strum ent was operated by press­ 
ing a bag between his body and 
his arm. Perhaps there were other 
devices. That was 36 years ago!

It seems characteristic of the 
CIO/PAC. The leaders of that or­ 
ganization talk a lot of influence, 
until you look out of the win­ 
dow in an election. This was evi­ 
denced by the results in the big 
cities. 
• 
A special session of the Con­ 
gress is being talked about. My 
crystal ball tells me there will be 
none. The members elected on 
November 5th will be sworn into 
office on January 3rd, and shortly 
after that, perhaps the first ol 
the following week, the president 
will report to the Congress on 
'the state of the nation." Person­ 
ally, I think the .state of the na­ 
tion is improved; I wonder what 
Mr. Truman will think officially. 
For a month or more there will 
be confusion and uncertainty. The 
people will want a “program." 
and the propaganda agencies, al­ 
ready begun as a matter of fact, 
will increase the subtile sugges­ 
tion that the new majority party 
is the conservative or the reac­ 
tionary party, while the now mi­ 
nority party is the progressive 
party. The records do not agree 
with that, but who will review 
and 
analyze 
the records? The 
Congress will be engaged in set­ 
ting up shop; and not yet ready 
for programs. 


The Democratic ex-chairmen ol 
at least eighteen major commit­ 
tees will be engaged in moving 
out of the offices which are at­ 
tached to the committee suites, 
and the same number of new Re­ 
publican chairmen will be moving 
in. In each instance, other Con­ 
gressmen, who want the better 
offices vacated by the ranking 
Republicans, or by the election 
results, will be waiting to move 
to the offices they have selected. 
Like a puzzle, one m ust move out, 
before the next in line may move 
in. 
To make m atters worse a t the 
moment, the Reorganization Act 
reduces the num ber of House 
committees from 47, not count­ 
ing special committees, to 18 or 
19, so the leadership on both 
sides will work long and late, 
trying to re-shuffle the present 
memberships to make up the new 
ones, sometimes having to com­ 
bine as many as six old, and 
somewhat 
duplicating 
commit­ 
tees, into one new, strong com­ 
mittee. It is too bad the reorgani­ 
zation comes at the same tim e as 
the change in parties, but it is 
of such x.'alue to the Congress, 
and thus to the people, in the 
making of belter laws, that I am 
strongly against any- proposal to 
postpone it, or to change its re­ 
quirements. To add mildly- to the 
confusion, all employees of the 
House and the Senate, some 500 


in all, change with the control 
of the Congress. 
When this is over, in perhaps 
a month, will be the time to talk 
plans and programs. The tools 
must be made ready first. But it 
is not too early to point out the 
significance of the election in the 
field of the history of govern­ 
ments. For 159 years this has been 
the only government to sustain 
itself without change in form. 
Other governments have slipped, 
and have never returned. Dic­ 
tatorships have replaced them. 
The proverbial man on the white 
horse has ridden across the stage 
of recent world history until he 
is much too familiar to us. Only 
in the United States have we 
preserved democracy, under the 
Republic. 
We ourselves were slipping. 
Paternalism, centralized govern­ 
ment; the solution 
of all our 
problems in Washington; the loss 
of self-reliance; agencies; execu­ 
tive 
orders; 
regulations; 
these 
were historically the beginnings 
of the end. 
I rise to remark now that there 
was no reason to fear for the 
American people. Basic in our 
form of government is the fact 
that it is to the Congress the 
people delegate the authority to 
make the laws for them. That is 
as fundamental as is the fact 
that in our form of government, 
the great middle group of the 
citizens has the influence and the 
power. The voters may be patient 
and long suffering, but to them 
that authority and that protec­ 
tion, which rests in the Congress, 
must not be taken away by any 
bureau or any agency, existing 
only on the sandy foundation of 
some “emergency.” 
The election proved that the 
people know this. It was not es­ 
sentially a Republican victory. It 
was a victory of and for the peo­ 
ple. It means the preservation of 
representative government in the 
United States.
